FIRST DAY. 

The Dakota Annual Conference met for its Fourtli Session at 
tlie M. E. CiirucH,‘iii Yankton, at 8:80 a. m., Thursday, Oet. 11th, 1888 — 
Hishop Walden in the chair. 

The Bishop, assisted by tlie Presiding? Elders, and the Pastor of the 
(Minrch, administered tlie sacrament of the Lord's Sniiper. 

On call of the roll 42 members and 17 probationers were present. 

A. R. Bog^s was elected Secretary and F. A. Burdick and G. D. Cle- 
worth were elected Assistants. 

Jas Rowe was elected statistical secretary with L. W. Miller, (\ II. 
Smith, J. P. .lenkins and F. II. Wheeler, assistants. 

C. Pk Hager was elected treasurer, with W. II. .Iordan and D. Rifen- 
bark as assistants. 

Time for the sessions of Conference was fixed from 8:80 A. M., to 12 
M., the first half hour to be devoted to religions service. 

The bar was fixed to include eight seats from the pnlfiit. 

The Bishop announced a dividend of $108.00 from the Book Concern 
and $80 from the chartered fund for Conference claimants, and drafts were 
ordered for the same. 

A. F. Thomi>son was ajipointed to take charge of the New York Book 
Concern's acconnts, and they were turned over to him by the Bishop. 

L. Ilartsongh presented a nicely bound copy of the minutes of Con- 
ference for eight years past and the same was received with the thanks of 
the Conference.

Hartsongh, and referred to the Board of Stewards. 
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A session at 2 P. M., to-day was ordered for tlie reception of reports, 
and Win. Brush I). 1)., was appointed to preside at the session.

Education.

The Committees of examination, other standing Committees, Boards 
of Church extension and Location, the educational commission and offices 
of the Conference Missionary society, were elected (See List). 

Tlie triers of appeals were nominated and elected (See List in 
Disciplinary questions). 

Resolutions of thanks were presented and adopted. (See Resolutions). 

The secretary was instructed to forward blanks to the preachers three 
weeks before Conference. 

The Presiding Elders were appointed a Committee to nominate the 
standing Committees at the opening of next Conference. Tlie Committee 
on Temperance made a report which was adopted. [See report.] 

Tlie Bisliop ruled that only those who vote in favor of 1st resolution are 
bound by its utterances. This ruling being based on o of the appendix 
to the Discipline. 

The reports on Temperance and Sabbath Observance were ordered to lie 
read in each public congregation. 

On motion of W. II. Jordan, it was declared to be the sense of this Con- 
ference that Memliers apiilying for and entitled to letters of removal should 
recieve the same upon application. \"arious questions of administration were 
answered by the Bishop. A collection of $h.40 was taken for the Janitor. 
The treasurer was directed to furnish to the Secretary for publication his 
reiiort together with the report of the auditing Committee on the same. 
The Statistical secretary's report was presented and ordered published. 

Theie upon the business of the Conference being all completed, prayer 
was offered by E. E. Clough ; the Hymn “God be with you till we meet 
again", was sung I The Bishop made some closing remarks, and read 
the appointments, and the Conference stood adjourned sine die.

IN MEMORIAM. 

WicLiAM Vivian, was born April 13th 1850, in 
Cornwall, England. Ilis parents were members of 
the Wesleyan church, and like all Cornish Method- 
ists were earnest and demonstrative in their re- 
ligius convictions and experiences. William was 
converted when about sixteen years of age and 
when only eighteen was licensed as a local preacher. 
He siiri)rised his audiences by the originality and 
maturity of his thought and the effectiveness of his 
delivery . It is recorded of the late Rev. Richard 
V atson, of England, that on receiving the con- 
gratidations of his hearers, after the delivery of an 
dmirable address in his eighteenth year, he stated “1 have been practising 
public speaking many years,” and when impiired of as to where he had 
exercised his ministry he replied “In the class room.” Doubtless our 
departed brother, Vivian, acquired his unction and Ids readiness of utterance 
by a similar process. • Do the members of our church appreciate the value 
of the class meeting in its relation to the development of workers ? Is it 
not with many an unused arm of power V 

Brother Vivian came to the United States in the year 1874 and settled 
in Wisconsin. lie entered Garret Biblical institute in 1880 and filled ac- 
ceptably and admirably several charges in the vicinitv of Chicago while he 
pursued a thorough course of theological study. After his graduation he 
came to Dakota and devoted himself to the work of the ministry. 

He was stationed two years at Plankinton, one of the important charg- 
es of this conference, where he labored with characteristic zeal, marked 
ability and success. During the second year his health failed and at the 
next session of the conference he was stationed at Dell Rapids, in hope 
that the change might prove beneficial to his health, but the hope was dis- 
appointed and in October 1880 he went with his familv to the foot hills of 
California, after which he never took ministerial work, but preached when 
health permitted. August 2Hth, 1888, he i>reached his last sermon in the 
church of San Fernando, Rev. 8: 9. “and thev sang a new song.” The text 
was suggestive and prophetic. That brilliaiit discourse was his last on 
earth. His next effort was the* “new song.” On Friday Aug. 31st, he 
was taken with a sudden and profuse hemorrhage from the lungs. ’ He 
believed the end had come and rejoiced in the prospect of “going home.” 
Friday Sept. 7th. the release came. Praises to the Lord were often upon 
his lips and when unable to articulate distinctlv the practiced ear of his 
wife could detect the words oft repeated: ‘Our Father which art in Heaven,' 
and thus at the clo.se as well as at the commencement of his earthly life 
his heart responded to love and his last thoughts were of motlier, God and 
heaven. 

His funeral, conducted by Rev. Dr. R. S. Maclav, was attended by a 
large and .sympathizing congregation in the Methodist Episcopal church at 
San Fernando. 

He leaves a devoted wife and little child. Their only riches are in 
the sympathy of the church and the care of the Heavenly Father. He 
leaves a conference who find it very hard to part, until the dawn of heaven's 
morning, from our bright, brave brother in tlie armv of the cross, but— 
How sweet it will be iu that beautiful land.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. (A.) 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance beg leave to report, that : 

Whereas. 1st,— God, for the physical, religious, mental, social and flnancial benefit 
of man has instituted and commanded the observance of the Holy Sabbath ; and 

Whereas, 2d— The violation of the Sabbath has always been hurtful to man, peril- 
ous to civil government, destructive of public morals, and of social order and happiness ; 
and 



Whereas, 3d— We cannot successfully rebuke that which we seeminglj' practice : 
Therefore be it 

Jiesolvfid, 1st That we will, by all proper means, insist that all our ministers and lay- 
men shall obey the Sabbath law, as found in the Bible, and in the statutes of the territory. 

Resolved, 2d That ministers should not make appointments that necessitate the 
use of railway trains upon the Sabbath. 

Resolved. 3d That we consider the running of railway trains on Sunday whether for 
the purpose of carrying freight or j)assengers, except in cases of real necessity, to be a 
violation of the Sabbath law. 

4th That we regard pleasure seeking, hunting, fishing and visiting for 
the sake of its pleasure, etc. as in violation of the Sabbath law» 

Resolved, .5th That harvesting grain under the pretence that it is a necessity ; and 
keeping open stores, or other places of business because patrons demand it and threaten 
to go elsewhere if their demands are not granted, is in violation of the Sabbath law. 

Resolved, Hth That vv'e will preach on the subject of Sabbath Ob.servance during the 
coming Conference year in all our congregations,

Resolved, That we fa v'or the unconditional and immediate abandonment of all 
rev'enues from the liquor traffic in order more readily to suppress the business and put an 
end to the scandal of the government deriving its support from the poverty, degradation 
and vice of the people.

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Resolved, 5th That we endorse and commend the Womans Christian Temperance 
Union as singularly led of God, and one of the greatest forces to etfectually root out the 
liquor traffic.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. (K.) 

The accompanying report of the Board of Directors of the Dakota University sets 
forth the results of the disastrous fire by which its magnificent building was destroyed; 
the generous efforts of citizens of Mitchell in behalf of the school since the disaster; the 
doings of the board itself to meet the exigencies of its trying and embarrassed situation ; 
and the present financial condition of the Institution. The school has been rtjopened in 
a suitable building, the rent of which is being paid by the citizens of Mitchell; the corps 
of teachers inspires such confidence that already there are fifty-two pupils enrolled, about 
one-half of whom are non-residents. It is cause for rejoicing that through the timely 
aid of citizens of Mitchell, the Directors of the tTniversitv were enabled to continue the 
school with so little interruption. We should entertain no thought Ibut to continue the 
school; to meet its current expenses and to liquidate all debts that may have accrued in 
its maintenance, and we see no way to do this but to appeal to eveiy socit-ly within the 
Conference for aid as well as for the Directors to have an agent in the field. A school in 
our Conference i« a necessity to our Methodism. 
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The generous and kindly conduct of the citizens of Mitchell in caring for the dead 
and injured, and at once coming to the relief of that school, commands our sympathy and 
is entitled to our thanks. In view of the fact that many citizens of Mitchell and others, 
including several members of the Conference, have purchased lots in the University 
addition, upon some of which valuable houses have been erected— which property has 
been greatly depreciated in value by the destruction of the building— we shall be very 
glad if it be found possible to rebuild and refurnish and continue to maintain the school at 
Mitchell. That we may have before us the facts on which to base a judgment as to such 
ability, the following statement is submitted:

Deduct, and we shall need *24, 737,13 to pay debts, secure title, rebuild and refurnish 
Of this amount, *10,773.CK) must be paid over on or before February 10, 1889- 

The result of rebuilding under these provisions will secure to the University in ad- 
dition to the recompleted and furnished building, all the unsold lots and the amount due 
on notes and contracts since the date of Watertown Conference, October 14, 1886, as the 
beginning of an Endowment in harmony with the condition on which this Conference 
accepted the University. We are profoundly grieved to say that after the most protracted 
and thoughtful consideration, not without much prayer, we are utterly unable to see where 
this large sum of money can be obtained for the purpose. Certainly the directors do 
not have it at present, or any part of it, and we could not think of attempting to raise it 
from the people of our Conference, now burdened with Church and parsonage debts to 
the amount of $56,606 dollars. Neither have we any hope of an agent securing it in time 
from abroad. To undertake to rebuild with no reasonable prospect of the completion of 
the building within a reasonable time, would be in the highest degree indefensible. 
We therefore find ourselves in the grip of stem necessity and inexorable inability, 
unless those whose interest it is, are able to, and actually shall, come up to the 
measure of the necessities of the case. We want the University rebuilt; if it be not done 
it will be because it cannot be done. 

Of the *10,773.13 necessary to pay debts and secure title, $.5,000 is for the the unsold 
lots and unpaid contracts on lot notes. *.5773,13, to extinguish liens and debts, a large part 
of such debts, being due to teachers and other employes for services. This last amount 
must be paid in any event. If after waiting until, say February 10 1889, it shall ap- 
pear impossible to rebuild and refurnish, we should hold ourselves compelled by necessi- 
ty to look elsewhere ; in which case only places with good railway facilities and a large, 
able, and liberal citizenship will be regarded as furnishing the proper basis of hope for the 
success of the Institution. In view of what citizens of Mitchell have done and their kind 
and generous conduct heretofore mentioned, we feel that Mitchell should have the pre. 
ference. other things being approximately equal. Considering all the foregoing and every 
other fact and circumstance of the case, so far as known to us, we offer the following— 

Resolved, 1. That we, as a Conference, profoundly sympathize with the stricken 
families who have lost their dear ones in the awful calamity, and we earnestly pray that 
the consolations of the Blessed Comforter may continue with them. We also express our 
kindest simpathy with those who in escaping from the burning building, met with in- 
juries. 

Resolved, 2. That the thanks of this Conference are hereby extended to such citizens 
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of Mitchell and others as kindly and promptly come to the relief of those who were in so 
great need, and for the help heretofore and still extended in meeting rent and contribut- 
ing to other expenses needful to keep the school open. 

Resolved . 3. That in view of all the facts stated we cannot entertain the thought of 
putting a school elsewhere till it shall full v appear, at such reasonable time mentioned 
that it is impossible to rebuild and refurnish and maintain the school where it is. 

Resolved, 4. In view of the possible failure to rebuild, we recommend that an 
Educational Commission, consisting of one minister and one layman from each of the 
Districts, men of mature judgments and unquestioned integrity, be constituted, to act in 
comunction with Bishop John M. Walden D. D, L. L. D. Bishop Cyrus D, Foss, D. D. L. 
L. D., and Bishop John P. Newman D, D. L. L, D., whom we, in out sore need, earnestly 
re<iuest to give us the benefit of their large experience, wide observation, and godly 
judgments. This Educational Commission is hereby fully empowered (1) to determine 
whether the means for rebuilding and refurnishing are fully provided at the time specified 
Feb. 10, 1889 2.) In the ev'ent that the Commission finds that the provisions for rebuilding 
are not met, they are hereby empowered to receive propositions from eligible localities 
and to take final action on the same by a two-thirds vote of all the members and the 
concurrence of the Bishop or Bishops present. 

Resolved, 6. That we request the Board of Directors to take immediate steps to raise 
the $.5,773.13 due to teachefrs and others, and also raise funds enough to meet any deficiency 
in the current expenOes of the school; and that we commend such agent and his cause to 
the good people of our church and others. It is understood that this agent is to go abroad. 

The Conference is charged with being too exacting with Mitchell— with asking more 
than she can do, with so changing its plans that Mitchell cannot know what is wanted, or 
when its demands are complied with. 

Let us rehearse the general facts, and then members of the Conference will know 
what answer to give to such charges and possibly our critics themselves will be satisfied 
that blame does not lie at the door of the Conference. 

In 1882 Dakota Mission raised a Committee with its Superintendent as chairman 
which w’as authorized to receive bids for University site an 1 means for rearing a suitable 
building. That Committee was never invited to Mitchell and never received any intimation 
even that Mitchell desired to present any bid up to the session of the Conference of 1883 
and the only bids that are entertained by that time were from Ordway and Huron. During 
that Conference Session, a bid was offered from Citizens ot Mitchell, though the chairman 
of that Committee had declared in July previous that no more would be received; to-witt: 

“640 acres of land within City limits, 640 acres adjoining City limits, $61,0 '0 in donations 
and subscription and two tracts of land to be sold for an endowment fund.” 

The Conference being assured that this was a bon i-flde offer from the Citizens of 
Mitchell accepted it and raised a board of trustees to take possession. Conference had 
asked nothing of Mitchell ; was e.xacting nothing of her Citizens, simply and only accept- 
ing the bid made for our University. 

At the Conference Session of 1884 it was found that Mitchell had not complied with 
the conditions offered the year before, but came to us with a new and changed proposition. 

Mark the changes made; one 640 acre lot drops out, the two tracts offered for endow- 
ment purposes drop out, the $60,0 H) drop out and the other 640 acre tract shrinks to :120 
acres against which a debt not to exceed, $11,000 might be allowed to stand. Is not this 
a most amazing change ? Who made it and pressed it —Mitchell or the Conference ? And 
further who were to be the gainers by this change ? Had this, only this been offered the 
year before think you that it would hav-ehad any chance at all with the proffers of Ord- 
way or Huron ? 

Note the language of our Conference of that session. ‘ Whereas the Citizens of 
Mitchell at this session of the Dakota Mission Conference made new offers of land, moneys 
&c., designed to take the place of offers accepted by the Conference of 1883.” 

At the Session of 1885 at Blunt still further concessions were made to Mitchell at 
their own request, and another year was given. Upon adjournment Bishop Foss with 
others, proceeded at once to Mitchell to confer with her citizens in hopes of ’perfecting 
harmony of action. 

For the fii'st time, to our amazement our representatives were most decidedly in 
formed by the Citizens of Mitchell that they had never m lie the offers as reported and 
understood to have been made either in 1883 or 84, which statement we find to be true. 

We are pained to be G obliged to rehearse these items of a strange history, but the 
misrepresentations made against Conference action either innocently or otherwise need 
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to be answered and under such conference action as will release us from the charge of 
dealing with Mitchell in fickleness or deceit. 

Resolved, fi. That the first Sunday preceding Thanksgiving Day be University 
Sunday, and that as large a collection as possible be taken for the benefit of the school in 
the matter of current expenses, the same to be forwarded at once to Bro, R N. Kratz. 
treasurer of the Board at Mitchell. Where there are appointments on a circuit in which 
the collection is not taken on University Day, itshall be taken on the preceding or follow- 
ing Sundays. 

Resolved, That we have with pleasure of the success attending Garrett Biblical 
Institute in its work of educating young men for the ministry and that we commend it to 
the young men of our Conference as being the proper place for them to attend, in pre- 
paring for the ministry of the Northwest and that we invite the attendance of a represen- 
tative of that institution upon the sessions of our Conference as often as possible.

Report of the Board of Directors of Dakota University. 

To the M. E. Confereiice in Session at Yankton^ Dakota'. 

Rev. Sirs:— The Board of Directors of Dakota University located at Mitchell, Dakota, 
would respectfully submit the following report: 

Since t he last session of your body and on the 9th day of March, 1888, our magnificent 
College building mysteriously caught fire in the night time and the entire interior of the 
building was consumed and a portion of the walls were badly damaged . Several students 
were injured two of whom died from their injuries. 

The citizens of Mitchell came forward both with their sympathy and material aid. 
The injured students were provided for and taken care of free of charge until they were 
able to return to their homes, and books and clothing were provided to reimburse the 
losses of students. 

The citizens also within a few days after the fire secured a suitable building in 
which to operate the school, in which building the school opened up again, completed the 
winter term and held its spring term, which notwithstanding the disaster closed a success, 
ful college year with one classical graduate and four normal graduate. 

This building has been and is still furnished by the citizens free of rent to the 
institution at a cost of f40 per month. 

The fall term commenced Sept. 2.5, 1888and is now in progress with an enrollment 
of .52 students and with a favorable prospect for a good attendance in the winter term 
A hopeful feeling prevails both with the Board and the faculty with regard to the future 
of the sehool. 

Soon after the fire the citizens of Mitchell held a meeting and offered to raise a 
subscription for 88,000 to be used in reconstructing the old building or building a smaller 
one for present use. 

This offer was accepted by the Board and a good subscription of over *8,000 was 
raised and placed in notes payable in ten monthly installments. 

The Board thereupon secured a competent architect to inspect the ruins and estimate 
their value. The architect pronounced the greater part of the old walls ginxi and safe 
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and worth $15,000 as they stand. The Board then procured plans and specifications for the 
reconstruction of the old building' and advertised for bids therefor, which were received 
and opened October 9th, 1888, at 4 o’clock p. m . 

The bids not being satisfactory to the board no contracts were let, and correspon- 
dence was opened with T.D. Allen, architect, Minneapolis, with the view of securing ad- 



ditional bids.
